IS STILL AWAITING 


REPORT OF ANCONA 


Published Statements of Italian and 


Austrian Governments All Re. 


celved Thus Far.

"Washington, Nov. 1C.—State depart- 
ment officials today were still with- 
out the official information they seek 
to determine the attitude of the Unit- 
ed States toward the sinking of the 
Italian liner Ancona by a- submarine. 


Washington, Nov. 16.—The Ameri- 
can government will await the receipt 
of the Austrian government's .state- 
ment of fact concerning the sinking of 
the Italian liner Ancona before con- 
sidering whether any rights of Ameri- 
cans have been violated. These facts 
probably will be brought to Ambassa- 
dor Penfield at Vienna. 
The state department now has be- 
fore it the Italian government's- com- 
munication addressed to neutral na- 
tions denouncing the sinking of the 
Ancona as an "unparalleled atrocitv " 
and officials have also seen the pub- 
lished statement of the Austro-Hun- 
garian 
admiralty describing the at 
tack. 


Tha two statements differ. Italy's 
communication charges that "without 
even a blank shot of warning" from 
the attacking submarine, "the Ancona 
was shelled and the killing and wound- 
ing of passengers continued after the 
vessel stopped." 
The admiralty's statement on the 
other hand, declared the Ancona at- 
tempted to escape, and only after re- 
peated shelling was brought to a stop. 
It also claims the passenger and crew 
were given forty-five minutes to es- 
cape in small boats, and denies the 
charge that the submarine fired on 
the boats. 
Diplomatic exchanges between the 
Austrian and American governments 
probably will follow over the entire 
question of submarine warfare and 
obligations of a submarine command- 
er to see that neutrals are safe before 
destroying a prize.

abridged quotation of the enemy's re- 
ports is required at all times, excep- 
tions only to be made with papers in 
case of which 
financial 
reasons or 
technical difficulties in printing de- 
mand a consideration. 


• "The fear that the 
official report 
published by the enemy might some- 
times cause uneasiness is counterbal- 
anced by the consideration that facts 
can never be concealed for any length 
of time and that lies are always recog- 
nized as such in the end."

The minis- 
ter explained that hitherto many well 
equipped laboratories and 
scientists 
identified with them have played no 
part in preparation for national de- 
fense. It. is his purpose to mobilize 
them. ,, The first and great difficulty 
with Tvhich the department had 
to 
contend, 'Professor Painlife explained, 
is the enormous number of useless 
inventions. All must be tested 
and 
the work must be done rapidly. Those 
picked out as having possibility are 
referred to special sections, such as 
electricity or aviation under direction 
of two or three young and active ex- 
perts, who will investigate them thor- 
oughly. Such inventions as are deem- 
ed practical are then turned over to 
the specialists, who assist the. invent- 
ors to put on the finishing touches. 
Inventions are welcomed, whether 
from world-famed scientists or work- 
men.

FRENCH AVIATORS TAKE 


PHOTOGRAPHS OF GERMAN 


POSITIONS FOR GUNNERS 


[SPECIAL TO THE 


With the French Army in Cham- 
pagne, Nov. 16.—The aviator who dis- 
covered the big 380 milimeter gun 
which bombarded Dunkirk, today told 
me how he did it. He is a French cap- 
tain, but beyond that the censor com- 
mands silence. 
"I was flying in Flandere," he said, 
"when Dunkirk underwent her first 
bombardment. 
It seemed that the 
big shells must come from warships 
at sea, but as you know, they were 
fired from a point in Belgium some two 
miles back of the German lines, or 
about twenty miles. 
"It takes a thief to catch a thief, so 
as German aviators gave the range 
to the big gun, FrencTi aviators watch- 
ed them and gave the range to the 
Allied 
artillery. .We 
photographed 
the position from 
several thousand 
feet up and from this photo marked 
on our large-scale artillery maps the 
exact point of the shells' departure."

Ing a monocle, his reddish mustache 
cut American fashion, opened an al- 
bum such as you probably have at 
home.

The department, in its crop review, 
has literally confirmed this opinion in 
tho following words: 


"Although 
the 
corn crop bulks 


large, the Quality is unusually poor in 
the principal corn surplus states and 
northern states where the crop was 
caught iu the milk or dough state by 
an early freeze, causing much light, 
chaffy corn. 
Therefore, the actual 


feeding- value of the crop is probably 
les? than the production figures in 
bushels, considered aloiie, will indi- 
cate. 
In the southern states, how- 


ever, the quality of the crop is gener- 
ally above the average." 


The department also puts the qual- 


ity of the entire crop at 9.7 per cent 
below the' average. 


The average farm price is that of 


merchantable corn, such as will pass 
inspection. 
Obviously, ten per cent 


at least of the corn is unmerchant- 
able, and should not be valued at the 
price of good corn. 


Private reports show that in the 


northern 
belt considerable acreage 


•was not harvested after the freeze, 
and no reduction whatever seems to 
be made for this abandoned acreage. 


Estimates of the yield per acre "in 


some of those states are nearly forty 
per cent, larger than the average for 
the whole country. This, of course, 
in based on the production of soft as 
well as merchantable corn. 


It is clear that, the department's re- 


turn includes unmerchantable as well 
as market corn. 
The average farm 


price being given leads one to think- 
ing that the whole crop is worth 61 9 
cents. But this is the price the farm- 
er receives for 
market, corn only. 


Soft corn is not marketed and .-ris 
little value. Business men must make 
their own estimates of the amount of 
market corn actually produced. There 
i* no use in counting as as asset 
something that we do not have.

.. Especially

-- to an asylum building that 
cost upward of $25,000 since 
the county has just completed one of 
the most expensive and modern jail 
buildings to be found in the state, and 
for the accommodation of possibly not 
more than two or three prisoners in 
a month's time, although the 
equip- 
ment is sufficient for the care of 25 or 
au. with ample and comfortable quar- 
ters for tramps, boys, and fine ac- 
commodations for female prisoners 
Even shower baths, individual toilets' 
wash bowls, with running water in 
each cell, and

JAPAN IS EXCITED 


OVER BRIBERY CASE 


Decision of Government Not to Pros- 


ecute Official Causes a Bitter 


/Controversy.

Tokio, Nov. 16.—The decision of the 
government not to prosecute Viscount 
Oura, the recent mfnieter of home af- 
fairs, whom a preliminary court de- 
clared had contributed $20,000 lor pur- 
poses of bribery of members of Parlia- 
ment, 
has 
excited 
a 
controversy 
throughout Japan. 


The controversy centers about Yu- 
kio Ozaki, the minister of Justice, 
who frankly takes the responsibili- 
ttyi upon his own shoulders, and who 
says: 


"Viscount Oura was 
undoubtedly 
guilty of bribery, frut the act. was 
prompted not by any base or selfish 
motive, but solely and entirely by a 
sincere desire to carry out the gov- 
ernment s policy, though in uncon- 
scious disregard of the principles of 
the cabinet .In consideration of this 
and of the fact that the ex-minister 
is repenant and has resigned all polit- 
ical and public positions and has man- 
ifested his intention not to interfere 
in state ipolitics Ifor the rest of his 
life, we have decided 
to 
postpone 
prosectuion. 


"Criminal punishment has the dou- 
ble aim of preventing reptition «f an 
offence and of warning 
the 
public 
against committing similar 
offences. 
Prosecution of the 
ex-minister is 
droped, not because he was a mem- 
ber of the nobility or the holder of a 
high position, but solely because we 
believe the end oi the criminal code 
has been attained without subjecting 
him to punishment." 
The same prolimlnary court which, 
found that Viscount Oura bad distrib-1 
uted bribery money found four mem-! 
bers and fourteen former members of I 
the House of Representatives to be' 
guilty of bribery. 
The case centers 
about an attempt to buy over mem- 
bers of the opposition groups and in- -~- 
duce them to vote for the govern- j 
ment's project to increase the army i 
by two divisions. That project was ' 
adopted by the last session of the i 
Diet. The disclosure o£ bribery scan- i 
dais and the subsequent resignation j 
of Viscount Oura led to the collapse i 
of the entire. Okuma ministry.
